SENATOR LOGAN GOES FOR AN EMI­ 


NENT EDITOR'S SCALP. 


An Alleged Attem pt to K ill Oil* Repub­ 
lican Presidential Timber Cdnrenleil In 
the Payne C*we—The Hon*e Send» the 
Hirer end Heritor lllll to Conference, 
and Debate* Inter-State Commerce—*A 
Hale Old J ackionlau—Note» , 


W as h in g t o n C itv, J uly 22 —The Payne 
ease catue up in the senate Wednesday and 
was au opportunity for Senator Logan to 
pay bis respects to Halstead, of The Uincin- 
nati Commercial Gazette, which the senator 
availed himself of. 
The debate was opened 
by Pugh in a speech in which he contended 
that there was nothing in the evidence war­ 
ranting the senate in ordering an investiga­ 
tion. 
Hoar followed, and held 
that while 
there was no evidence inculpating Henator 
Payne, it was not necessary that testimony 
actually making out a case against a sen­ 
ator should 1» presented in order to make 
an investigation necessary or proper. 
He 
thought that if the legislative 
c ommittee 
had pressed tho witnesses and insisted on 
their telling what they knew, 
something 
tangible would have been discovered. 
He 
disclaimed 
any 
personal 
feeling, 
but 
thought that if an investigation of this case 
were not had it would be tantamount to 
saying that rich men could corrupt leg 
isiatures with impunity hereafter. 
Logan then took the floor and began his 
speech with a review of the evidence pre­ 
sented, which, he said, did not contain a 
particle of proof that there was any corrup­ 
tion that would invalidate l’ayne s election. 
The legislative investigation had been or­ 
dered because of the howl of Tho Cincin­ 
nati Commercial Gazette, which ba-ed its 
call for an inquiry upon tho testimony of 
Donavin, 
and when Donavin went bofore 
tho committee lie did not produce an iota 
of evidence to prove the « Larges. The Ohio 
legislative committee bad made no charges, 
but simply sent the testimony in m anu­ 
script, which 
Logan characterized as a 
* mass of rubbish,” to the senate. He quoted 
from the testimony to show its character, 
and said he had rather be right than have 
any office in the gif£ of the people; that 
them wfis no prize in public life that would 
cause hint to wrong a m an for political pur­ 
poses, 
Ho then continued:

On the night o f May 4 wit­ 
ness and Lingg to o k a bo x co ntaining lo aded 
bo mbs to 58 Civ bo urne av enue, kno wn as 
the “ Shanty o f the Co mmunists” aud ’Neff’s 
hall,” where the bo mbs were distributed 
the witness hav ing seen three o r fo ur per 
so ns who se names he did no t kno w take 
bo mba 
Witness himself to o k two pipe 
bo mba 
Then witness, Lingg and so me 
o thers went to tbe Larrabee street po lice 
statio n, it hav ing been arranged that a dis­ 
turbance sho uld be made there, to giv e the

While there Lingg was v ery anxio us to

o f igniting a bo mb and thro wing it into the 
patro l wago n, which was full o f o fficers. 
Witness pretended to be getting a light and 
managed so tbat the patro l wago n dro v e o ff 
befo re be succeeded. 
He to ld Lingg that 
no thing wo uld be acco mplished by ex 
plo ding a bo mb there, and then with so me 
difficulty go t Lingg to go ho me with him. 
When there Lingg go t the Arbeiter Zeitung 
and sho wed witness tbe wo rd “ Kuhe,” tali 
ing him it» impo rt and saying that ev ery­ 
thing was to go “ to pey-turv y.” 
Witness 
and Liugg then went to Neff s hall, where 
they first beard o f the hay market rio t 
Perso ns there accused Lingg o f being re­ 
spo nsible fo r tbe rio t, and later tbe two 
again went ho me, depo siting their bo mbs 
under a sidewalk ae they went. 
Next 
mo rning Lingg said he did no t care fo r the 
hay market rio t if the wo rkingmen go t 
so me adv antage by it. 
Witness was finan­ 
cial secretary o f his ¿ ro up, which was a 
branch o f the internatio nal so ciety. 
He 
knew Engle, who had spo ken at Neff's hall, 
adv ising wo rkingmen to learn to make 
bo mbs. 
Witness denied that he was testify­ 
ing under fear o f punishment o r ho pe o f re­ 
ward, and said tbe po lice o fficers simply 
to ld him to tell the truth. 
Mrs. Beliger, wife of the witn ess, was ex­ 
amin ed an d corroborated in d etail her hu s­ 
ban d ’s testimon y in regard to tho man u fac­ 
tu re of bombs in Beliger's hou se. 
A rather 
amusing iucident o f tbe trial 
fo llo wed the pro ductio n in co urt o f a lo aded 
bo mb with iuse, fulminating caps, etc*. 
The 
judge demanded to kno w why such dan 
gero us things were bro ught into a co urt o f 
justice, and ev inced a liv ely desire to hav e 
them remo v ed fo rthwith. 
Co unsel fo r the 
state said he tho ught it was necessary to 
pro duce in co urt ev erything co nnected with 
the crime with which the priso ner was 
charged.

drawn, and capt. Bo nfleld said he co uld 
unlo ad it in ano ther ro o m.

It Bpema a n odd subjt'ot to writ© about, but 
why not disco*« one’s buck door, or one’s 
neighbors, on pajier as well as to think about 
it and talk about it to empty air. I am sure I 
Jdo not mean to take bark any thing I have 
bo say on this m atter, and perhajis it hits pnz- 
jriad some y oung housekeepers, os it oner did 
uy pt, to keep the l» ack door regions decently 
Wean, with an ill-trained maid-of-all-work 
jllAd no rity swill wagon to come earh 
m orning to mv relief. The poultry y ard wa« 
!*iuite a little distance from the kitchen jiorch 
» in my western home, nnd im* remarkable 
“help,” Ida Lizy by name, insisted upon fill­ 
ing the jwiils brimming full Itefore taking 
them away to entity for cow or chickens, and 
then Started off in u slatternly orver-burdened 
limp, leaving greasy j>ools to mark her trail 
the whole length of my neat plnnk walks. 
Of course the grass was killed wherever the 
pails were accustomed to stand, so 1 had a 
triangle of broken stone railed in liko a 
flower bed, and having hail new sod planted 
close about it, with a bright bed of common 
flowers (of which Ida Lizy was fond) on the 
other side of the walk, I watched the result. 
It took about ten day s to fill the stony triangle 
with dribbling« of potato skins.mop shreds and 
untidy overflow of every kind, and the new 
pail« were unrecognizable from the sediment 
left clinging to them. On the other hand, two 
of the plants had !>©en killed by having hot 
dish water thrown out on them, and despair 
filled my soul. 
Moving the waste water vtft for wash and 
dish water so far into the limits thnt. Ida Lizy 
could not throw water on the grnss wit hout 
passing it stopped that trouble, and a novel 
scheme born of my distraction finally tri­ 
umphed over the nuisance of greasy pails, 
ruined grass plots and the torm ent of flies 
which sun and swill together seem to call 
abouttlu* back door in armies. 
First I asked 
my good-natured colored man to get me a 
box alxiut a foot deep, two feet wide and four 
feet long. W ith a little useot Saw and ax 
this was « lone, and, Icing reversed over the 
spot that I consider most convenient for my 
structure, it was settled firmly in its place. 
To each corner I had a strong lffth nailed, the 
back ones being lower« *! about two inches. 
On their upper ends I my self tacked the other 
laths, as ’Dolph was too clumsy about it, 
making a good framework for strong cords, 
which I proceeded to string back and i« *rth 
and up and down the sides. Then 
I went to 
work transplanting morning jflory roots, 
wild cucumbers 
an« l California pinks, all of 
which are ¡rank-growing vines, requiring no 
care, except to protect other plants from their 
encroachment. To keep them in bounds, 
a 
narrow border, not mo re than four inches 
wide, was bo arded in all about the founda­ 
tion, and close to this tho sod was planted, 
brought from stray corners of the lawn. 
The next mev e was to get some pails that 
could bo easily scoured and would not hold 
tho'smells ol tho who le y ear’s refuse. 
A 
dealer in hardware helped me out here wbo 
contributed two blasting powder cans. These 
were given a pair o f bails and a wooden 
handlo 
at the tinner's 
fo r fifteen cents 
apiece, and the remains o f some green blind 
paint made them lo o k aesthetically cool. 
A 
coat of green nlao co v ered my curious bn« 'k 
door structure and then I waited for the 
vines to grow, without regard to various 
comments from the family on the “slop 
arbor,” as it was derisively dubbed. 
The 
luxuriant habit of the vines transplanted was 
a t once responsive to the rich soil in which 
they were set and by June my “slop arbor'’ 
was the envy of nil my neighbors. 
The 
large green leaves shaded it all day long and 
concealed completely tho contents, except 
from the front, while the novelty nnd the 
pretty spray s of flaunting blossoms nil over 
the framework really shamed or inspired 
Ida Lizy to keep the pails rinse<^ wjien 
emptied nnd the platform scrubbed with a 
broom when she did her back steps and porch 
cacti morning. 
The dread of having to 
attack it with a scrubbing brush also made 
her careful not to dll to d 'full, and the two 
tall, sheet iron pails, with straight sides, held 
more than 1 h * could find to till them. 
It was 
such a relief to the ey e after previous < \- 
periences of ray own and my neighbors’ back 
doors in til * country that I hope som eone 
else will try it.—Trebor Old, in Good House­ 
keeping.

Every housekeeper knows how careful 
treatment keep3 table linen and household 
furniture. Uirls do not alway s know or re­ 
member that great care of their own little 
possessions will often enable them to dress 
nicely on very little money . A lady say s: 
“ When I was a girl there was ono of iny 
y oung friends who was distinguished 
fo r 
’making her things last.* Her dress, hats, 
glo v es and ribbons were a marv el o f durabil­ 
ity . 1 used to wo nder bo w she managed to 
make them last so witho ut their lo o king 


shabby , but I ceassd to do m after I had v is­ 
ited her at her o wn ho mo . The reaso n why 
her clo thes wo rts *o lo ng was that « ho to o k 
such go o d care o f them. 
Her dree**« « wcro 
brushed and fo lded away carefully , and tho 
slightest spot o n them was remo v ed as so o n 
as it was disco v ered. 
Her hat was wrapped 
in an o ld po cketbandkerchief, and put away 
in a bo x o s so o n as do r» with, tho strings and 
laces being straightened and ro lled o ut mo st 
sy mmetrically each time. 
Her glo v es were 
nev er fo lded to gether, but were pulled o ut 
straight and laid flat in a bo x , o ne upo n tho 
o ther, each time they were used, the tiniest 
ho le being mended almo st befo re it had time 
to sho w itself. 
But the thing that impressed me mo st was 
the care she besto wed o n her ribbo ns. 
When 
making up bo ws she used to line the upper 
part o f the ribbo n with white paper, and this 
no t o nly prev ented the ribbo n fro m beco ming 
limp and creased, but kept it clean, so that 
when the bo w was so iled o n o ne side she co uld 
turn tho ribbo n, and tho part that had been 
co v ered came o ut lo o king new end fresh. 
That girl married and bro ught up a large 
family .

But his pro s­

Car® o f a P la n o in Sum m er. 
In the hot weather a piano should not be 
placed in a damp room or left open in a draft 
of air, for dampness is its most dangerous 
enemy . It causes the strings and tuning pins 
to rust and tho cloth used in tho co nstructio n 
of tho key s of action to swell, whereby the 
mechaqism will mo v e sluggishly o r o ften 
stick to gether. 
Co ntinued dampness will 
also injurio usly affect the v arnish and raise 
tho so ft fibers o f the so unding bo ard, thus 
fo rming ridges. 
All this o ccur« chiefly in the 


rummer season, and the b< t pianos, in .da of 
(he most thoroughly seasoned material, are 
necessarily tho most seriously affect; ] 1 y 
dampness. Extreme heat is scarcely less in­ 
jurious. 
A piano should not be placed near 
an open Are or heated stove, nor close to hot 
air from furnaces, 
A piano should be closed when not in use, 
in crder to prevent tho accumulation of dust, 
pins, etc., on tho sounding board, and y et it 
should bo opened occasionally and day light, 
allowed to strike tho key s; otherwise the 
ivory may turn y ellow. 
An India rubber or 
cloth cover should protect tho instrument 
from bruises and scratches. 
Moths may b<* 
kept out of a piano by a lump of camphor 
wrapped in soft paper, placed in tho inside 
cover. A new piano should lx? tuned at least 
once « very two or three months during the 
first y ear, and at longer Intervals thereafter. 
—Mail and Express Interview.

The wav to keep the baby from becoming 
“spoilt” is to let it cry as little a» [xwsible. 
It will gain strength of mind to endure its 
necessary ills ell the sooner if it is allowed to 
suffer as little as possible from ills that can 
tie avoided. 
Its wants should be anticipated, 
its sources of discomfort* should be removed 
as s« xi;i es they arise, Vithout waiting ior it 
to cry ; it should b© prevented in every way 
from forming the habit of cry ing. 
Htu« ly its 
expression, when it is tired of play ing on the 
floor take it up and danco it about the room, 
nn« l lot it look out of the window for n few 
minutes. 
In a little while it will Ikj glad to 
go back and play on tho floor again. 
If it is 
necessary to resort to discipline, be carelul to 
seize the right moment for it. 
If y ou want th<? baby to learn to go to 
deep without being rocked, choowe a « lay 
when it has been unusually bright and happy 
all the morning, wait until twenty minuter 
or ro after the regular hour for its nap, then 
give a cup of milk particularly sweet and 
warm and nice, make its littlu bed roft nad 
cozy , lay it down gently and soothe it with 
a little kissing end patting, and, if it is not 
already too much spoiled, it will only be too 
happy to close its ey es in the sweetest kind of 
sleep 
If it does not, its fit of cry ing will Le 
ci brief and os little injurious as it can be.— 
Baby hood.

There U ono exceedingly dangerous thing 
permitted in the building and repairing of 
houses every day , and that is the use of m ap 
locks -or npring catches on small closet door ,
